Professor H. P. Shastri, well- 
known Indian Jecturer of the

In a sympathetic manner, che 
took the minds of his largo 
audience into. the atmosphere - of 
the alate of China ‘as {t must have 
exiated at the times’ of Confucius, 
Mencius. and Lao Tsze, showilng,: 
by inlimnte anccdotes, the rules 
which regulated the conduct and 
outlook on Iffe of these great 
phiJosophers.’ . 


Nature and Art. 


Mie lecturer approached his 
subject with a division of Chinese 
philosophy into two schools of 
thought to which he respectively 
gave the definitions of “nature” 
and “urt.” In the ‘nature school 
of thought, the philsopher called 
upon men to return to nature, to 
emulate nature in all its phases. 
In the art school of thought, men 
by building palaces: and. other 
beautiful works, sought to create 
an Utopia,j.an idea) world of hfs 
own conception, ‘ 


Chwang Su on the one hand and 
by Confucius and Mencius on the 
other. The Buddhistic schoo! of 
thought came in to influence both 
philosophies, but the spirit of the 
Chinese sages remained intact in 
both cases, « 


While Lao Tsze's «philosophy 
waa for a cultivation of the aesthe- 
4je senses, Confucius’ . teachings 
strove to give practical expression 
of the {deal state on earth by the 
diffusion of the virtues und pro- 


men, 


The great principle of Con- 
fucianism wags the conquest of 
self and self-abnegation, which, 
if §t had been successfully enrried 
out In the.¢ase of Attila, Hannibal 
and other great “conquerors” 
might have made them .more re- 
vered than they were to-day, 


Christ and Confucius, , 


For the same reason, that they 
Hved and died for what they 
taught, and not. so much: on 
account of what they taught, the 
world. of to-day revered Jesus 
Christ and Confucius. Although 
disappointed in his search for the 
atate of porfection which he did 
not find amongst the then warring 
states’ of uncient Cathay, Con- 
fuctus did not deviate from his 
path of duty, A fatalist,. insofar 
as he, thought that certain things 
fre predestined. by the. All- 
Highest, he ‘Dbelleved that men 
nevertheless’ should always strive 
for perfection. So that when the 
Chow Dynasty was toltering on its 
throne, and the country was ina 
far worse turmoil than it was to- 
day, he could still find courage in 
his philosaphy t6 gather together 
38,000 disciples in whom he ineul- 
cated: his tenets. in mahy ways, 


Tho lecturer found that -Con- 
fucius' was neither an agnostic 
nor an ath{est, in his philosophy 
of Ife. He belleved in the exis- 
tence of the |Highest Power, and 
showed his conception of that all 
Highest, by his adoption of the 
character tien whieh did not mere- 
ly mean the. bluc, vault that we 
regarded ag the heavens, but was 
an expression for that which was 
highest above everything. 


To sum up, the. “proprictiest 
with which Confucius regulated 
personal conduct meant the right 
behaviour of men towards men. 
They also connoted benevolence, 
and this philsophy could ‘tbe com- 
mended as a‘ safe guide for Jife.
